ALGIERS, June 8, (Agen- 
cies): Jordan's King Hussein 
gave unconditional support 
today to the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) and 
asked the oil-rich Arab states 
to give massive subsidies to 
the continuing struggle 4 
against IsraeL 

. .. In a n^jor policy sjatement on _ 
'the second day of .foe Arab suni- 
; mil,- Hussein* -disclaimed any* . 
ambition to restore Jordanian 
rule in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank. He insisted that the PLO 
must represent the Palestinian 
people at any future inter- 
national peace conference. 

Hussein was willing to back 
demands for Palestinian state- 
hood, even if this did not lead to 
the international .peace con- 
ference which all Arab states sup- 
port as the first step towards a 
settlement. 

Blame 

Speaking behind dosed doors 
to.tne leaders of the PLO and 20 
Arab nations, Hussein endorsed 
some aspects of US Secretary of 
State George Shultz” latest Mid- 
dle East peace plan, but declared: 

“The United States has no- 
Middle East policy other than 
support for IsraeL The US 
approach to. the problem of the 
Anrb-Israeli conflict is, unfor- 
tunately, based on a policy of 
crisis-management. 

“Tlu??UwJed_5tates takes no 
' political steps or initiatives 
unless there has been- a recent 
eruption in the region taking on 
the aspect of a war.” 


Therefore, the King argued, 
the Shultz plan was launched 
because the Palestinian intifada 
(uprising) in the West Bank and 
Gaza was taking on the aspect of 
a “Palestinian war against 
Israel.” 

“As American action usually 
ends with the passing of the 
crisis," Hussein declared,^ “we 
.shouldsupport the uprising m an . 
organised and. .effecti ve: manrieF 
- ahd ensure that it continues ucrtfl-' 
it achieves its objectives.” 

Urged 

Copies ofHussdn's comments 
were made available by the Jor- 
danian delegation. 1 

Hussein urged Arab leaders to 
give their unanimous support to 
the uprising “through inter- 
nationally acceptable political 
action, in order to win the world 
over to our side and so that the 
Palestinian people may fed that, 
their legitimate struggle will lead, 
God willing, to success $n$l vic- 
tory.” 

Hussein, who has been 'luke- 
warm in his support for the PLO 
in the past, repeatedly stressed 
his wholehearted acceptance of 
the organisation as “the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people." 

He said Jordan Was prepared 
to form a joint Jordanian-Pales- 
iinian delegation/ at a future 
peace conference, but declared: 

- “Jordan vriti not represent the 
Palesthnan people at Iho con- 
ference, nor will it negotiate a 
settlement of the, Palestinian 
problem on behalf of the PLO.”

Syrians tighten 
Beirut security 


BEIRUT; 'June 8, (Agencies): 
Syrian troops arrested six people 
in pre-dawn house raids in south 
Beirut today after a car bombing 
triggered a gunbattle between the 
Syrians and -Iranian-backed 
Shiite militiamen, police repor- 
ted. 

Syrian iropps. today also sear- 
ched cars and stopped vehicles 
parking near their sandbagged 
bunkers. 

A police spokesman said the 
arrests were made in the seaside 
Ouzai district where the car 
bomb exploded yesterday, kill- 
ing three people and wounding 
39, including two Syrian soldiers 
and two Lebanese policemen. 

Two people were killed and. 
-one was wounded in a shootout 
between. Syrian soldiers and* 
radical Shiite gunmen or Hez- 
bollah, minutes after the blast. 
First 

The arrests were made “in con- 
nection with the bombing and 
the gunfight,” said the spokes- 
man. 

He refused to identify the susp- 
ects or give any details of the 
raids. 

The - shooting was the first 
clash between Hezbollah and the 
Syrians since 2,400 Syrian troops 
were deployed in south Beirut 
May 27 to end a three-week war 
between Hezbollah and its 
Syrian-backed Shiite rival, 
Antal. 

The gunfire erupted 'when 
Syrian troops and Lebanese 
policemen cordoned off the scene 


of the bombing and tried to stop 
. a carload of Hezbollah gunmen 
approaching the site. 

The Ouzai bombing came six 
days after another car bomb 
exploded in the West Beirut dis- 
trict of Bir Hassan. * 

A senior American 'official, 
meanwhile, said US Secretary of 
State George Shultz- discussed 
international terrorism, with 
Syrian President Hafez A1 Assad 
and offered to share information 
with him, during his visit to 
Damascus. , .-. 

Contact 

-In a separate development, 
ABC News reported ‘that 
American and Iranian officials 
were in contact recently over the 
possible release of foreign hos- 
tages held in Beirut. 

ABC, quoting diplomatic 
sources, also said the contact was 
“the first movement” on in the 
issue in 18 months. 

But a State Department spok- 
esman; asked to comment on the 
report, said there have been “no 
contacts” and “no negotiation.” 

The network said as Syrian 
troops moved into worn-torn 
Beirut's southern suburbs in. . 
- May, American efforts lo seek 
the hostages release were “reac- 
tivated.” 

These efforts included a meet- 
ing between US Ambassador 
Vernon Wallers and Assad and 
between Assad and Shultz. 

ABC said Assad advised them 
to respond to initiatives by Iran, 
and “contacts have now been 
made.”

If seemed, therefore, that this 
point was one of the Jordanian 
“reservations” on details to the 


Zia imposes 

daily 

prayers 

ISLAMABAD, June 8, 
(Reuter): President Mohammad 
Zia-ul-Haq has commanded civil 
servan ts to observe daily prayers v 
his first move to extend Islam in; 
Pakistan since he sacked htir 
government in part for not being - 
good enough Muslims. 

Officials today said heads of 
department had been ordered to 
lead the; regular daily prayers, 
during office' hours and govern- 
ment employees would be puni- 
shed for not praying. 

The mope renewed debate 
among diplomats here whether 
. Zia was acting out of genuine 
faith, or whether trying to justify 
his May 29 dismissal of the 
government- and National 
Assembly. i

The answer, one diplomat 
'said,' holds the key to the 
immediate political future of 
Pakistan. 

Zia, who seized power in a 
1977 coup, dismissed his hand- 
picked Prune Minister, Moham- 
mad Khan Junejo, accusing Jun- 
ejo’s government of corruption 
and fiscal incompetence, and 
failing to maintain law and 
order. 

Zia also charged the govern- 
ment bad failed to carry out his 
policies of extending Islamic laws 

and practices. 

“If he is going to introduce 


Shultz plan to which Hussein 
referred obliquely but which he 
did not spell out. 

The PL© must be invited to the 
peace conference, he said, “since 
the Palestinian people must be 
active participants' -m the 
negotiations to determine their 
future.” 

Hussein stressed that the 
Shultz plan was not in any final 
form but continued to be 
negotiated in a dialogue with the 


Soviet Union and involved Arab 
states “with a view to developing 
it so as Lo conform with the bases 
of the Arab position.” 

He complained that the oti- 
rich Arab states had failed to 
deliver about half the S3 billion 
they promised to the “confronta- 
tion states” ten years ago. 

■ “The Palestinian uprising 
necessarily requires support for 
the PLO and the confrontation 
states,'- he said. 

He warned that Jordan may 
not be able to bear the financial 
burden involved much longer, 
saying “we in Jordan and in Syria 
are in need of sustained support 
to be able to withstand the 
aggressive and expansionist 
Zionist designs as long as the 
Arab-Israeli conflict continues.” 

Recognition 

Hussein told the three-day 
summit last night with similar 
strongexpressions of support for 
the Palestinians. Algerian 
President Chadli Benjedid, who 
is chairman of the summit, said 
the universal recognition and 
acceptance of the PLO was “the 
key to any set tlemen t of the Mid- 
dle East problem.” 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
reiterated the PLO's determina- 
tion to create a sovereign Pales- 
tinian state “with Jerusalem as its 
capital.” 

The summit looked set to 
revive Arab demands for an 
independent Palestinian state.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
June 8, (Agencies): A 19-year-old 
Gaza Strip resident died after 
being severely beaten on the head 
by Israeli soldiers, a hospital 
official said today. The death 
raised to 202 the number of 

Palestinians killed during the six- 

month Arab uprising. 

In the occupied West Bank, 
soldiers shot and wounded four 
Palestinians during clashes in a 
refugee camp and a village near 
Nablus, hospital officials said. 
The Army confirmed both 
fhootings but said only three 
Arabs were wounded. 

Also in the West Bank, an 
Israeli motorist was injured in a 
firebomb attack, the Army said. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin toured the occupied Gaza 
Strip today and told residents 
who complained lhe presence of 
wldiers provoked violence that 
, - the troops would leave if the- 
Arab uprising calmed down. 

“We don't want to keep the 
Army here any more than we 
have to,” Rabin said on Israel 
Radio. “If there is quiet, there 
will be fewer problems, fewer 
beatings.” 

Curlew 

The Army confirmed soldiers 
shot one man in the Balala 
refugee camp, near Nablus, alter 
youths started thro wing stones at 
troops during a demonstration. 

Officials at A1 Ittihad hospital 
said soldiers opened fire in the 
nearby village of Beit Fourik 
when a stone-throwing protest 
erupted after high school let out 
for the day. One of the injured 
was a 19-year-oid'Sfiol -in the 
chest, said the officials who 
spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity. 

The Army said it clamped a 
curfew on the village to perform 
arrests today. It said dozens of 
residents attacked the Army 
force with stones and metal bars 
when it was-leaving Beit Fourik, 
prompting the soldiers to open 
lire. Two villagers were wounded 
in the shooting, the Army said. 

The Army also imposed a cur- 


few on the village of Bet Ur El 
Tahta after an Israeli motorist 
was injured there in a firebomb 
attack. 

Israel offered to beef up 
protection for Arab officials 
afiertheslabbingofaWesi Bank 
mayor, but at least one mayor 
turned down the ofTer and said it 
would do more harm than good. 

Hassan Tawil. the Israeli- 
appointed mayor of A I Bireh, 
was in stable condition today 
after being stabbed in the heart 
and stomach a day earlier, said a 
doctoral Ramallah hospital who 
refused to be identified. Tawil, 
74. met briefly with his family 
yesterday, the doctor said. 

Hanna A trash, the elected 
Arab mayor of Beit Sahour, a 
West Bank town of 6,000 near 
Bethlehem, said two jeeploads of 
soldiers came to his home this 
morningand offered to serve as 
■* ’his bodyguards. - • - ■ ‘ 

“Two Army jeeps with eight 
sotdiers came and told me that I 
can't go anywhere without 
them,'' Atrash said, adding that 
he turned them away. 

“t refused and told them it's 
impossible, and i also told them 
they are hurting me more than 
they are helping me,” he said. 

Aid 

Tawil is one of a dozen or so 
Arab mayors appointed by the 
military government to replace 
Israeli officers who ran the towns 
and cities after some mayors 
were deposed and elections were 
banned. 

The European Economic 
Community (EEC) has ear- 
marked SI 7 million worth of 
food aid for Palestinian refugees 
in Israeli-occupied territories, 
Lebanon, Jordan and Syria. 

The EEC’s executive commis- 
sion said today the aid, from the 
group's food surpluses, would be 
distributed by the United 
Nations Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestinian Refugees 
(UNRWA). 

Itsaid EEC food and cash con- 
tributions to UNRWA would 
total S46 million dollars in 1988.

BONN, June 8. (Reuter): Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
warned today India could reth- 
ink -its non-nuclear policy if it 
became dear that Pakistan pos- 
sessed atomic weapons. 

Rajiv, addressing a news con- 
ference at the end of a visit to 
West Germany, also accused 
Islamabad of hindering a 
peaceful solution in Afghanistan 
and supporting international 
terrorism. 

“If Pakistan does have nuclear 
weapons and we feel it threatens 
us then we must Took at our 
options again,” Rajiv said.

But he added: “We have 
demonstrated our will not to 
make nuclear weapons, although 
we have had the capacity for 
some time. We are very dear that 
we do not want to go down that 
road."

Iran claims two

N1 COS LA , J une 8 , (Reuter) : Iran 
claimed today its Revolutionary 
Guards destroyed two military 
bases in mountainous northern 
Iraq.

' Rajiv said that since he came to 
power in 1984 India had presen- 
ted Pakistan with more than 20 
proposals for improving rela- 
tions, but had received little 
positive response. 

Pakistan, he added, was not 
■adhering to the recently signed 
Geneva accords on the future of 
Afghanistan after the SovieL 
troop withdrawal is complete. 

The accords include a pledge 
by foreign powers not to interfere

in Afghanistan. 

“Our information is that the 
United Nations team that has 
gone there (to Afghanistan) is 
not entirely happy with the way 
one party is reacting.” Rajiv said, 
shortly before leaving for New 
York to attend a UN General 
Assembly session. 

That party, he said, was Pakis- 
tan. 

The Soviet Union and Afgh- 
anistan have accused Pakistan of 
violating the accords by allowing 
Afghan rebel activities on its 
territory and the transfer of rebel 
weapons into Afghanistan. 
Islamabad has denied Lhe char- 
ges. 

Rajiv said: “We see the biggest 
danger in Afghanistan as a fan- 
atical and fundamentalist gover- 
nment.” 


UK-lran talks may lead 
to a thaw in relations 


LONDON, June 8, (Agencies): 
British and Iranian officials held 
talks today to settle claims on 
damage to their embassies that 
officials said could herald a new . 
thawin bitterly strained relations 
between the two countries. 

The talks immediately raised 
hopes in Britain that a settlement 
would enable the government to 
seek Iranian help in securing the 
release of three British hostages 
held by pro-Iranian groups in 
Lebanon. 

Claims 

But a Foreign Office spokes- 
man and Iranian participants in 
the talks stressed the technical 
nature of the London talks with- 
out naming the officials involved 
or giving details on any benefits 
to be derived. 

Britain wants £900,000 ($1.6 
million) in compensation for 
damage caused to its Tehran 
embassy by rioters in 1978 and 


1979 during the Islamic revolu- 
tion. 

Iran is claiming £1.8 million 
($3.2 million) for repairs to its 
London embassy, which was gut- 
ted by a fire after British com- 
mandos stormed the building in 

1980 to free diplomats held hos- 
tage by opponents of Iranian 
Revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

Offer 

The Evening Standard, a Lon- 
don tabloid, claimed thelranians 
came with an offer to free British 
hostages in exchange for restor- 
ing full diplomatic relations and 
ailowipg Iran to reopen its arms- 
buying office in London. 

Foreign Office officials, 
speaking on condition of anon- 
ymity. denied such demands 
were made at the morning talks, 
which they said were confined to 
the compensation issue.

Confident to become next US President 

Dukakis wins last primaries 


LONDON, June 8, (AP): The 
House of Commons voted by a 
wide margin Iasi night against 
restoring the death penalty, 
which was officially abolished in 
Britain in 1969. 

By a 341 to 218 vote. lawmak- 
ers defeated a resolution that 
would have empowered juries to 
recommend capital punishment 
for any crime. 

it was the eighth failure to rein- 
state the death penalty in 19 
years. Most ofthe other attempts 
would have allowed imposition 
of the death penalty for specific 
crimes, such as murder. 

All parties in the 650-member 
Commons allowed their mem- 
bers a free vole, and loud cheers 
filled the packed chamber when 
the result was announced after a 
4- 1 /2-hours debaLe. 

Roger Gale, a member of 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher's Conservative Party who 
launched the latest bid to restore 
the death penally, argued that it 
would deter would-be mur- 
derers. 

if the proposed amendment to 
the govemmen t's criminal justice 
hill “were to hn'r ^no life. 


that would be worth the risk,” 
Gale said. “I do not seek ven- 
geance. I do not seek punish- 
ment, I seek solely a deterrent.” 

But Home Secretary Douglas 
Hurd criticised death penalty 
advocates who “take a remarka- 
bly broad brush approach to a 
power of life and death.” 

“The way to deal with violent 
crime is by strengthening the 
police, stiffening sentences, buil- 
ding prisons and, equally impor- 
tant. by reinforcing the self-con- 
fidence of all those who 
influence, or should influence, 
the young in this country away 
from violence.” Hurd said. 

Mrs Thatcher voted in favour 
of the death-penalty amend- 
ment. 

The current drive to reinstate 
the death penalty got momentum 
from a newspaper survey in 
February. The survey showed 
that 43 of the 53 Conservative 
Members of Parliament elected 
for the first time in the June 1987 
election favoured the return of 
banging, the traditional British 
form of execution, for 
premeditated murder.

Blacks continue strike 


JOHANNESBURG, June 8, 
(AP): More than one million 
black workers and students 
reportedly stayed home today, 
the third day of a national protest 
strike against pending labour 
legislation. 

In strike-related violence, a 
baby was fatally shot and a man 
was hacked to death police said 
today. 

The nation's largest black 
union group, one of the organ- 
isers of the three-day protest, 
said it would consider meeting 
with the government’s manp- 
ower chief to discuss the labour 
bill that sparked the general 
strike — reportedly the longest in 
the country’s history. 

Figures from government and 
private transport companies and 
employers indicated the. black 
workforce attendance in the 
Johannesburg-Pretoria area was 
half of normal, while 90 per cent 


of black workers stayed home in 
Durban. 

The private Putco Bus Com- 
pany said, ridership from black 
townships east of Johannesburg 
was 98 per cent below normal 
and 40 per cent below average 
from Soweto, the country's lar- 
gest black township. 

The government railroad 
service said passenger loads were 
about 30 per cent of capacity. 
Commuter loads in northern 
Transvaal and in Cape province 
were 90 per cent tolOO per cent 
no rmal, government and private 
transport companies said. 

Police reported two deaths, 25 
arrests, and 15 injuries in 22 
incidents of violence until this 
morning. 

A tram engine and freight car 
were derailed near Johannes- 
burg, and buses, private trucks, 
police vehicles and homes were 
nrebombed and stoned in several 
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townships in Natal and Tran- 
svaal province, police said. 

• They reported a 22-y ear-old 
man was hacked to death with a 
machete in Hammarsdale, in 
NataL and a 2-year-old baby was 
found dead with a shotgun 
wound in its chest in Ashdown, 
also in Natal. Police said a group 
of blacks killed the man after 
setting homes on fire, but they 
gave no further details about the 
death ofthe baity. 

Police reported using shotgun 
fire, tear gas and rubber bullets to 
disperse crowds in NataL where 
groups who oppose the strike 
have clashed with militant 
protest supporters.

US students 
very weak 
in maths 

WASHINGTON. June 8, (AP): 
A government-sponsored 
study has concluded that 
American students are doing 
miserably in maths, and 
experts laid some of the blame 
on the redundant, slow-paced 
way maths is taught in most 
US schools. 

The national assessment of 
educational progress repor- 
ted that almost half the 17- 
year-old students tested in > 
1985-86 proved incapable of 
handling maths commonly 
taught to younger students, 
and nearly 27 per cent of 13- 
year-olds were stumped by 
basic computations. 

“Our ninth graders are taking 
what other peoples’ seventh 
graders are taking,” Chester 
Finn Jr, the Assistant US 
Secretary of Education for 
Research and Improvement, 
told a news conference. 

' “We’ve got to get it going 
faster, repeated less and make 
sure that it's learned more.” 
The studyjyas based on exams 
- given to nearly l5,O0b r 
students ages 9, 13 ahd l7 in 
; 1985-86. It was' the' fourtli

since 1972-73. 

The study, “the mathematics 
report card: are we measuring 
up,” said all three age groups 
made modest improvements 
in recent yeare, but mostly on 
low-order skills.. Fewer were 
capable of advanced work in 
1986 than in 1978. 

“Despite signs of their progress 
across time, the 1986 perfor- 
mance of 17-year-old 
students was dismal,” the 
report said.

Ofte-fourth of Soviet troops have left Afghanistan, says Naj ib 

warned of retaliation 



UNITED NATIONS, June 8, 
(AP): Afghan President Najib, in 
his fust speech to the United . 
Nations, said that one-quarter of 
the Soviet Union's troops have ■ 
been withdrawn from his coun- - 
try but warned Pakistan to stop 
arming anti-government insur- 
gents. 

“If the Pakistani side does not 
adogi appropriate; measures .to 
end interference ip -the internal 
affairs of Afgh anistan from its 
territory,” Najib said, “Afghan- 
istan reserves its right to react to 
this in a manner warranted by the 
situation.” He did not elaborate. 

He accused Pakistani auth- 
orities and armed extremists of 
hindering the voluntary return of 
Afghan refugees lo their 
homeland. 

“Such actions are sheer viola- 
tions of the letter and spirit of the 
Geneva accords and an affront 
to the United Nations,” said. 
Najib, speaking in the Dari lan- 
guage. 

Soviet officials have said the 
Soviet withdrawal of its 1 15,000 
troops, which began on May 15, 
could be slowed u Pakistan does 
not honour the Geneva accords 
which call for non-interference 
and a nine-month Soviet troop 


pullout. One-quarter of the 
troops would be about 28,700. 

“They, in Islamabad, will be 
gravely mistaken,” Najib said, / 
“should they think that only one 7 
part of the Geneva accords — 
return of the Soviet troops — will 
be implemented and the other 
parties WiD not live up to their 
commitments.” 

Najib, in a bid to win . 
'legitimacy for his -embattled 
government, delivered a 30-min- 
ute speech to a special General 
Assembly session on disar- 
mament and devoted a major 
part of his speedi to the situation 
in Af ghanistan. - 

He again called for national 
reconciliation and establishment 
of a coalition government, 
including opposition forces. 

Guarantee 

He also called on the inter- 
national community, lending 
institutions and the United 
Nations to contribute to econ- 
omic reconstruction and 
rehabilitation of Afghanistan. 

Pakistan and die United States 
have opposed international aid 
at this time, saying the appeal is 
premature until Soviet troops 
have departed. Pakistan .has 
called the appeal an attempt to 


legitimise a government which is 
>nof supported by key segmen Is of 
the Afghan - community at home 
and abroad. . 

Soviet Foreign Minister 
. Eduard Shevardnadze was 
present in the assembly hall to 
hear Najib's speech. But the 
United States,, which does not 
recognise the Afghan govern- 
ment, did not send an ambas- 
sador. Instead, the mission sent 
Anne Morning, a young foreign 
service intern, to sit alone at the 
US table and listen to the speech. 

The Geneva accords were 
negotiated by the United 
Nations and signed by Afghanis- 
tan and Pakistan. Both pledged 
non-interference in each other's 
internal affairs. The United 
Stales, which has armed Afghan 
rebels with Pakistan, and the 
Soviet Union, which supports 
die Kabul government, signed 
the agreement as guarantors. 

The question of interference 
and continued aid to the Afghan 
resistance groups appears to 
pose a serious problem to 
smooth implementation of the 
agreement. 

“Afghanistan shall sincerely 
and faithfully abide by its obliga- 
tions stemming from the 


accords,” Najib said. “Any 
action aimed at playing down or 
ignoring the Geneva agreements 
will damage the successful 
implementation of the accords 
and will jeopardise peace, 
security and stability m the 
region..." 

Assault 

Meanwhile, the Afghan gover- 
nment -has recently reinforced its 
: garrison at Jalalabad, which 
guards the eastern approaches to 
Kabul, Afghan guerrillas said. 

The guerrillas, speaking from 
the Pakistani bonier town of 
Peshawar, said 15,000 govern- 
ment troops now defended the 
city, and that four infantry 
regiments, a rocket brigade and 
an artillery regiment had been 
sent in. 

They said the government 
feared an imminent, large-scale 
guerrilla assault on the city. 

Gulbuddin Hekmatyar, chair- 
man of the seven-party guerrilla 
alliance, has promised an attack 
sometime this month. 

Other guerrillas dismissed the 
promise as bluster and said the 
rebels had neither the desire nor 
the equipment to mount an> 
assault which would cost many 
lives.

Beijing warns students 


BEUING, June 8, (AP): Police 
cordoned off Tiananmen Square 
in the heart of Beijing today to 
thwart a planned pro-democracy 
demonstration by university 
students, but by late afternoon 
the proposed rally appeared to 
have fizzled. 

The police action came as Beij- 
ing authorities and official news- 
papers warned students that the 
marchfrom Beijing U niversi ty to 
Tiananmen was illegal and 
would undermine the stability 
needed to carry out economic 
and political reform. 

' Students at China’s most pres- 
tigious university gathered 
around posters palling for 
democracy, human rights and 
better conditions for underpaid 
intellectuals, but there was no 
attempt to organise a march. The 
students’ mood was subdued and 
wary. Many said they would not 
participate.

Dhaka students riot 
over Islamisation 

DHAKA, June 8, (Reuter): At 
least five students were injured 
today when police tried to end 
protests against Islam being pro- 
claimed the state religion of Ban- 
gladesh, witnesses said. 

Street fights broke out when 
riot police used truncheons in an 
attempt to disperse an estimated 
2,000 Dbaka University students 
demonstrating near the govern- 
ment secretariat. 

The demonstrators chanted 
demands for the repeal of a con- 
stitutional amendment 

approved by parliament on 
Tuesday that gave official recog- 
nition to Islam. 

Witnesses said the students 
damaged aL least 20 vehicles dur- 
ing the protests. 

Police said no one was arres- 
ted. 

About 3,000 politicians, work- 
ers and students staged noisy 
demonstrations soon after the 
controversial amendment was 
approved. 

They set three vehicles ablaze 
and damaged several others. 

Opposition leaders including 
Awami League chief Sheikh 
Hasina and Bangladesh Nation- 
alist Party chairman Begum 


Khaleda Zia denounced the bill 
as an attempt to fool the people 
and divert their attention from 
economic and other problems. 

They also said the move could 
give rise lo fundamentalism and 
jeopardise communal harmony. 

Prime Minister Moudud 
Ahmed said giving Islam its due 
status in a country with 90 per 
cent of. the 105 million people 
were Muslims would give the 
nation a new identity. 

“We are not snatching away 
fundamental rights of Hindus, 
Christians and Buddhists in our 
country. Equality before law has 
been ensured for all citizens,” he 
told parliament. 

Nirmal Sen, head of the 
alliance of five parties said: “The 
law, which will divide the nation 
between Muslims and non- 
Muslims. will have far-reaching, 
unfortunate impact on the 
national life ... we shall continue 
our agitation against the law.” 

But Syed Deedar Bakht, the 
Jatiya whip in parliament, said 
the law would “ensure com- 
munal harmony” and 
“encourage the non-Muslims to 
follow their faiths in total 
freedom.” 


Woman weds 
photograph 
of Indira’s 
assassin 

NEW DELHI. June 8. (AP): A 
23-year-old Sikh woman 
overcame family opposition 
and married Satwant Singh, 
convicted of assassinating 
former Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi, a newspaper repor- 
ted today. 

But Singh, in jail facing execu- 
tion. could not auend the 
ceremony, so The Statesman 
newspaper said Surinder 
Kaur was married May 2 to a 
photograph of Singh in a 
village in Punjab state. 

The two were engaged in 1983 
and fixed their wedding date 
forSeptember 1984. However 
the marriage was postponed 
because Singh, a constable in 
the capital's police force, 
could not gel leave, it said. 
Sing was assigned to the Prime 
Minister's security guard in 
1984. On Oct 31. 1984. he and 
another Sikh bodyguard shot 
Mrs Gandhi in the garden of 
her residence in the capital. 
Singh, now 25. was convicted of 
murder and sentenced to be 
hanged. The sentence was 
confirmed by New Delhi's 
high court but an appeal is 
pending before the Supreme 
Court. 

i The Statesman said Surinder 
Kaur went through the 
marriage ceremony despite 
opposition from her parents 
and Singh's parents. 

Threat 

“1 tried everything I could do to 
stop her.” Kaur's father, 
Wirsa Singh, told the news- 
paper. But the parents yielded 
after Kaur threatened to com- 
mit suicide if she was not all- 
owed to marry her fiance. 

The marriage riles were perfor- 
med by a Sikh priest, the new- 
spaper said. Kaur garlanded a 
photograph ofSatwam Singh 
carried it around a fire seven 
times, in a bizarre version of 
an orthodox Sikh wedding 
ceremony, it said. 

There was no word on whether 
the ceremony had legal or 
religious sanction. 
jSanfwant Singh was informed of 
his marriage two weeks later 
when his parents visited him 
at New Delhi's central jail, the 
paper said. It did not report 
his reaction.

THE director general of the gen- 
eral administration for customs 
Ibrahim Ai Ghanim yesterday 
warned Kuwaiti and resident 
passengers against purchasing 
any items From blacklisted stores 
such as British ‘"Marks and 
Spencer" and “C and A". 

Al Ghanim. in statements to 
KUNA, said these stores are 
boycotted as per the rulings of 
Israel Boycott Office. 

Products brought to Kuwait 
by passengers can be legally conf- 
iscated in conformity with law, 
he stressed. 

Raided 


In reply to a question, Al 
Ghanim said all children's Uzi- 


shaped toy guns were confiscated 
from the local market. 

The issue is being examined 
and if any manipulation was 


proved legal procedures will be 
implemented, he added. 

Al Ghanim said that inspec- 
tors from his department nad 
raided many shops selling chil- 
dren toys and confiscated their 
stock of a replica of the Israel 
*Uzi' sub-macnine gun. _ 

In one raid, he told KUNA, a 
total of twenty boxes were held. 
He added that the confiscated 
merchandise is made in Hong 
Kong and had slipped into the 
market because the source and 
the manufacturer were not on the 
blacklist of the Arab Boycott of 
Israel. 

He affirmed that his depart- 
ment had taken the necessary 
measures warranted by the situa- 
tion and had asked the manufac- 
turing company to clarify its 
position and its relations with 


Israel. 

He, however warned, that if 
the department discovers that 
the matter is deliberate it will 
take the agent to court so that 
necessary legal action will be 
taken against him. 


The director was answering 
questions from KUNA on the 
presence of this toy which publi- 
cises the Israeli wax machinery 
especially at a time when the real 
gun is used to kill the Arab people 
including children. 

It was also found out that there 
is another version from this toy 
carrying made in China mark- 
ings.

He added that the Egyptian 
government has passed a special 
law designated to facilitate the 
ownership of apartments, houses 
and lots in Egypt by non-Egyp- 
tians. 

The ambassador described 
relations between Kuwait and 
Egypt as historic and bolstered 


by fraternity and common des- 
tiny. 

He said in this respect that 
relations have never been severed 
but were lacking the “official 
frame.”

THE Kuwaiti daily AI Watan. yesterday warned that the summit of 
Arab leaders currently meeting in Algiers, is the last hope of 
collective Arab action not only far the Palestinians but for the 
solidarity and cohesion of Ihe Arab notion itself. 

"If we do not agree on what. we are in practice agreed upon is 
there any hope in the future of the Arabs solving the issues on which 
they differ." the newspapersaid in reference to the popular uprising 
in occupied Palestine which entered the seventh month. 

The extraordinary Arab summit which opened in Algiers on 
Tuesday night has been called ta discuss the support the Arab 
states can extend to tfieirpriSihg^agbiRst the Zionist occupation 
which killed aver 300, and injured thousands and detained over 
1 7,000 according to Western reports. 

Noting that all the Arabs agreed on supporting "the revolution of 
the stones," the daily warned that "unless the summit comes out 
with clear resolutions supporting our people inside (Palestine) no 
hope can be pinned on future Arab summits no matter what 
slogans they raise." 

Al Watan reminded the Arab leaders that the shuttle of the US 
Secretary of State GeorgeShulfz in the region was prompted by "the 
loud sound of the Palestinian stone" and in a futile attempt to 
silence if in favour of the Israeli Interests,

Writing along the same lines. AI Rai Al Aam said that contrary to 
misconceptions of the sixties and seventies, Israel is not that 
mighty power which the Palestinians feared and shun away from. 

The popular uprising has created a news'rtuation which the Arabs 
should be quick to employ in rejecting the policy of occupation of 
the Arab lands by force, the newspaper suggested, adding that the 
American secretary of state had admitted that new facts have 
emerged in the region and called on Israel to understand these 
fads. 

The Algiers summit can show seriousness in supporting the 
uprising "and In viewing the revolution as one of the venues leading 
to drawing a new future on the Arab land.'' the daily said.

Choose 

Another maid office which did 
not even possess any sign on its 
doors charged KD45 for Chris- 
tian Sri Lankan maids, KD90for 
Muslim Sri Lankan maids, 
KD200 on Christian Philippine 
maids, KD250 on Muslim 
Philippine maids and KD120 on 
Muslim and Christian Indian 
maids. A customer goes person- 
ally to choose his maid from 


photographs. The office has an 
agent overseas and the maid 
arrives in about two months after 
papers have been processed. 
Photographs of maids are also 
sent to customers bouses -for 
selection. However, KD10 is 
charged for this service. 

A resident, Khalil A1 Khalifi 
said maids are necessary as they 
assist in cleaning the house, 
specially when there is a large 
family. Some maids offices, he 
claimed, said the maid spoke 
Arabic and English. However, 
when the maid arrived, she could 
speak neither — causing 
problems. 

Censorship 

A lady customer called for 
more censorship on un-author- 
ised maids offices as they caused 
many problems. She had tried 
several maids through maids 
offices and faced many 
problems. 

Another resident said he had 
never tried bringing maids 
through offices, most of the 
maids he had brought were 
through relatives or friends. He 
believed maids should be 
employed for house cleaning 
purposes only and not to look 
after children.

The 
buffet is set out in a separate 
room and there is even a redun- 
dant bar. complete with bar 
stools. The seating is plush and 
comfortable and the tables 
roomy. ; 

The evening included a three 
course dinner buffet and live 
entertainment from * a 
traditional jazz band and folk 
singers. The salad buffet was 
first class. Although the range 
of dishes was small, they all 
contained top quality 
ingredients such as crab claws, 
Gulf prawns, smoked salmon, 
smoked herring and mackerel 
There were pressed meats, meat 
in aspic and in impressive 
cheese board. There were also 
some original salad combina- 
tions such as chicory and wal- 
nut 

• The range of hot cashes was 
equally impressive but not to 
my taste. The best of British 
food is a hearty diet designed 
for a weary farm labourer who 
was spent the day ploughing in 
biting winds and driving rain. 
Steak and kidney pudding, 
roast sirloin and Yorkshire 
pudding, shepherd's pie, Irish 

stew, mashed potatoes and 


brussel sprouts all seemed out 
of place in a night club when the 
temperature outside was over 
40 s . However, if you like that 
type of fareit was very tasty and 
well prepared.' 

The desserts were similarly 
the kind that a rosy cheeked 
farmer's wife would serve up 
after a. heavy day’s harvesting 
or sheep shearing. There was a 
wide selection of home made 
pies which were delicious but 
really lacked fresh cream or 
custard to make them palata- 
ble.

LONDON, June 8, (AP):'Tbe 
government announced yester- 
day that-it would offer the state- 
owned bank, Girobank, for sale 
to a financial institution. 

Girobank, formally National 
Giro, is ^Britain’s sixth largest 
bank. It was set up in - 1968 tor 
cater to the needs or traditionally 
cash-oriented wage earners and 
now is part of the post office. 

Industry 'Minister Kenneth 
Clarke announced the latest 
privatisation in the House of 
Commons, saying the bank ‘now

The bank, which has about 2.5 
million customers, had pre-tax 
profit, of £23.1 million ($42 
millions) on revenue, of £328 
million ($594 millions) last year.

Shukri said banks would now 
be allowed to deal in foreign 
currency banknotes, hitherto the 
preserve of moneychangers who 
handle about 10 per cent of 
foreign exchange dealings. 


“Moneychangers still have a 
role, but we want to minimise the 
risk of their operations and bring 
it in line with their capital, which 
is usually very small," he said. 

“We want to draw to the 
public’s attention that their 
operations are very risky. People 
shouldn’t be tempted by high 
rates of interest" 

' ^ The Central Bank reverted to 
setting binding rates after two 
years in which it posted only 
guideline prices. It reasserted its 
grip after, two runs on the dinar in 
a month opened a gap of about 
10 per cent between the official 
and market prices.

Japan’s trade surplus in May likely to plunge 


TOKYO, June 8, (Reuter): 
Japan is likely to chip a huge 
billion ddUar chunk off its trade 
surplus in May, with much of 
that from its imbalance with the 
US. economists said. 

“The bilateral trade situation 
between Japan and the United 
. States is becoming.very bright — 
very optimistic," said economist 
Hideturo Iwaki of the Nomura 
Research Institute. 

The strong yen has been forc- 
ing Japanese manufacturers to 
raise prices of their goods sold in 
America, while the weaker dollar 
is helping US imports become 
more competitive amid a-boom- 
ing consumer market at home, 
economists said.- • 

Economists see the overall 
Japanese trade balance falling to 
an average $5.2 billion from 6.4 


billion in the same month last 
year, marking the 13th straight 
month of declines. 

“Japanese imports are grow- 
ing faster than exports, keeping 
the trade balance falling," said 
economist Richard Jerram of the 
brokerage Kleinwort Benson 
International. “And imports 
should continue to outpace 
export growth for a couple of 
years." 

Projections on Japan’s surplus 
until the United States are much 
more difficult, but several econ- 
omists see it down by at least half 
a billion dollars from $4.45 
Ullion a year earlier. 

That would be down fi>F the 
fifth straight month. In April the 
bilateral surplus was $4.13 
billion. 

Japan will report the trade 


data tomorrow. 

The United States will benefit 
the most from Japan’s trimming 
of its trade surplus because the 
yen’s strength has been mainly 
against the dollar rather than 
European currencies, econ- 
omists said. 

Japan’s goods still are com- 
petitive in Europe, even though 
sales of its products in the United 
Stales are starting to deteriorate, 
they added. 

Japan's trade gap with the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity in fact may balloon even fur- 
ther in coming months, beyond 
its $2.30 billion surplus set in 
April this year, they said. 

The decline for May’s overall 
Japanese surplus is likely to be 
accentuated by a sharp rise in oil 


imports during the month, Iwaki 
said. 

The oil imports will augment 
the already brisk Japanese buy- 
ing of foreign goods, he said. The 
domestic economy is amazingly 
strong and will probably show 10 
per cent growth for the first quar- 
ter of this year, he added. 

This growth in imports will 
more than offset any rise of 
exports, which continue to bulge 
from shipments of capital goods 
— machinery and parts needed 
for setting up new production 
plants overseas, economists said. 

The strong yen has 
encouraged the new investments 
overseas, with corporations 
moving production out of Japan 
to keep products competitive in 
overseas markets, economists 
added.

US President gels briefing on key issues 

Reagan prepares for economic summit 


WASHINGTON. ' June 8,' 
(Reuter): President Reagan 
began preparing yesterday for 
tills month’s economic summit in 
Toronto, receiving a briefing 
from his top advisers on key 
trade and agricultural issues. 

The June 19-21 meeting of the 
leaders of the seven major indus- 
trial democracies — the United 
States, Britain. Canada, France, 
West Germany, Japan and Italy 
— will be the last annual econ- 
omic summit of Reagan’s eight 
years in office. 

A White House official said 
the hour-long briefinginduded a 
discussion of the overall goals 


and objectives of US trade and 
agricultural policy at the sum- 
mit. Reagan will receive three 
more briefings on other summit 
topics. 

The official said Agriculture 
Secretary Richard Lyng, Trade 
Representative Clayton Yeutter 
and Daniel Amstutz, the chief 
US negotiator at world trade 
talks, briefed Reagan “on 
agricultural issues and the 
GATT (General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade) round regard- 
ing the President’s proposal to 
end farm subsidies.” 

He was referring to the 
Uruguay round of GATT talks, 


launched in 1986 and expected to 
conclude in 1992. which for the. 
first time include farm products 
in free-trade negotiations. 

Last year the United States 
proposed theeliminationoffarm 
subsidies and all barriers to farm 
imports. 

Observer 

The US proposal has not been 
received with enthusiasm by the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity, which has called for short- 
term measures to stabilise prices 
and manage production.

FRANKFURT, West Germany, June 8, (Reuter): A West Ger- 
man foreign exchange broker suspected of masterminding a 
currency swindle which cost Volkswagen AG 480 million marks 
($282 mflKon) will confess his involvement, a lawyer representing 
the broker said today. Lawyer Egon Geis told’ Renters Hans- 
Joachim Schmidt was .prepared, to. .confess he had arranged 
Jradnlettf ■currency deals between, VW and. the Hungarian 
•National Battle which resulted inJosses of 380 million marks (S223 
mOfion) for the car maker. Schmidt, however, was denying char- 
ges that he profited from arbitration transactions by VW 
currency dealers which cost (he company an estimated further 100 
million marks ($58 million), Geis said. Schmidt, together with 
VW’s former head of foreign exchange Burkhard “bobby" J an- 
ger, Is suspected of having masterminded the currency swindle. 
Schmidt is now in detention in the northern West German town of 
Oldenburg after his extradition from the United Stales last week- 
end. J auger has been in detention in Brunswick since April last 
year. Geis said Schmidt would be prepared to confess his part in 
the swindle before the trial, which the prosecution does not ex pect 
to start before next year. A confession would speed up proceed- 
ings and the trial could start sooner, Gris noted. Volkswagen said 
last year the fraud had involved “hedging" against currency 
movements at a time when the dollar was higher than at present. 
Large international companies often protect against exchange 
rate ftoctnationsthat may affect their business by contracting to 
buy and sell currencies at a future date at an agreed price. 

Nyerere urges developing 
countries to unite 

KINGSTON, JnnfeS, (OPECNAk Former Tanzanian president 
Job ns Nyerere has urged developing countries to follow the 
example of the developed nations and unite for the purpose of 
negotiations between North and South. Delivering a keynote 
address at a ceremony here, Nyerere decried the lack of unity 
among developing countriesand their preference for bilateralism, 
the Inter-Press Service (IPS) reported. “Rich nations quarrel 
among themselves, bat when they are dealing with poor states, 
they work together and organise themselves," Nyerere pointed 
out. “We. the poor countries of the economic Sooth, must 
organise ourselves to decide what we can do better by joint action 

and to implement our joint decisions," be added. 

The former Tanzanian president who is currently chairman of 
the South Commission established by the Non-aligned 
Movement, said developing countries were vulnerable because 
being small, dependent and underdeveloped, they were forced lo 
seek external capital to finance their development. All the indus- 
trialised countries, except Japan, had developed only after “mas- 
sive injections of capital" and developing countries were not likely 
to be any different. Nyerere pointed to the imbalance in world 
trade, adding that pom countries “sell at prices fixed by 
developed coimtrks and bay also at prices fixed by them — It is 
they who set the interest rate on our loans." “Worse, we sefl cheap 
and boy dear," the African leader said. He said developing 
countries should form a group to co-ordinate their position in 
facing the North in negotiations such as the General Agreement 
mrTarifb and Trade. 

Businessmen set stage for 
universal banking system__ 

CHICAGO, June 8, (AP): International bankers and business- 
men said yesterday the stage was being set for the eventual 
creation of a mrivetsal hanking system, which would offer a 
variety of fitanri*! services to customers worldwide. For one 
thing, regulatory barriers that separated investment and com- 
mercial banks, such as the 1930s depression-era glass-steagall 
act in the United States, were bring abolished or re-examined, 
Rainer R. Gut, chairman of Credit Suisse in Zurich, told the 
international monetary conference. He said the bank of the future 
will have to change its business strategy by becoming more 
competitive and aggressive. “In the 1990s, the typical manager in 
a successful universal bank will be globally oriented, have a flair 
for market opportunities and possess entrepreneurial instincts," 
Gut said in prepared remarks released in advance. The three-day 
monetary conference, in its 34th year, provides leaders of the top 
commercial hanks and corporations in aboot two dozen countries 
an opportunity to confer with government officials on topics 
affecting the world economy and international banking. 


Texaco plans to distribute $1 .65 billion to shareholders 


NEW YORK, June 8, ( AP): Tex- 
aco Inc, the third-biggest US oil 
company, said yesterday it plans 
to distribute to shareholders a 
third of the $5 billion, about 
$1.65 billion it expects to raise 
from selling assets as part of its 
bankruptcy reorganisation plan. 

“Hie distribution may involve 
cash or the use of securities, in 
an tidpatioa of the proceeds to be 
realised - from the sales 
programme," it said in a 
statement, adding that it is expec- 
ted to make the distribution 
“before year end." 

Strengthen 

"The remaining two-thirds of 
the proceeds ... will be used to 
repay debt, strengthen the 
balance sheet and fund increased 
capital investment programs for 
selected retained operations ..." 
the statement added. 

On Monday, Texaco said it 
had agreed to sell its 99.12 per 
cent interest in Deutsche Texaco 


AG of West Germany to a major 
utility in that country. 

Rheinish-Westfaelisches Ele- 
ktriataetswerk AG, also known 
as RWE, agreed to pay some- 
thing over $1.2 billion for the 
subsidiary. 

Yesterday's announcement by 
the White Plains, New York- 
based oil giant also updated its 
progress in other aspects of its 
reorganisation plan. 

It said: 

Deal 

— A deal to sell 60 million 
barrels of oil and gas equivalent 
reserves should be closed by the 
end of this month. 

— Proposals to establish joint 
ventures with certain unnamed 
oil-producing nations were “in 
advanced. stages of review." The 
ventures would involve three 
Texaco refineries and related 
marketing facilities on the east 
and Gulf coast 

— Studies continue on what to 


do with its 86 per cent interest in 
Texaco Canada Inc., including 
the possible sale, merger or joint 
venture of some or all of the 
stake. 

The latest developments are a 
result of months of negotiations 
that began as Texaco prepared 
for its April emergency from a 
year under chapter 1 1 bankrup- 
tcy court protection. 

Failed 

Texaco had filed for that 
protection a year earlier to avoid 
having to post an $11 -billion 
security bond while appealing a 
$10.3 billion judgement held 
against it by Pennzoil Co. A jury 
ruled Texaco had interfered with 
Pennzoil’ s 1984- attempt to 
acquire part of Getty Oil Co. so it 
could buy Getty itself. 

In December, Texaco agreed 
to settle the suit by paying $3 
billion to Pennzoil as part of a 
restructuring plan that included 
sales of $3 billion worth of assets. 


Soon afterward, financier Carl 
C. Icahn, its largest stockholder 
with 14.8 per cent of the com- 
pany’s shares, stepped up pres- 
sure on Texaco’s management to 
do more to increase the value of 
its stock. 

Icahn yesterday blasted Tex- 
aco Inc. 's newly announced plan. 

Icahn, who holds 14.8 percent 
of Texaco, called the plan 
inadequate and self serving and 
said in a statement* 

Truth 

"The truth is management is 
trying to buy time with a plan 
that won’tseQ. Their time is up — 
stockholders want the right to 
vote for $60,” Icahn said. 

He offered $60 a share to buy 
out Texaco, a bid valuing the 
company at $14.5 billion, after 
failing to convince the board to 
undertake a drastic restructur- 
ing. 

He is also seeking to install five 
directors on the 14-member 


board at the annual meeting on 
June 17. 

“Unfortunately, Texaco man- 
agement will promise almost 
anything to keep me off the 
board," he charged. 

Texaco pledged earlier in the 
day to pay about $1.65 billion to 
shareholders in response to Ica- 
bn's charge that the company has 
not done enough for them. 

Distribution 

The special distribution, 
reflecting one-third of the $5 
billion Texaco expects to raise in 
asset sales, will made before the 
rad of the year, the company 
said. 

The form of the Texaco 
payout will be “a share buyback 
or other direct shareholder par- 
ticipation or distribution," Tex- 
aco said. The distribution, which 
will be in cash or securities, has 
been endorsed by Texaco’s 
board of directors. 


Japan and EEC agree to step up trade talks 


BRUSSELS, June 8, (AP); 
Japanese * Prime . . -Minister. 
Noboru .\ Takes^rta.-. .and;' 
European Economic Commun- 
ity officials agreed yesterday to 
step up bilateral trade contacts. 

At talks at the EEC head 
office, Takeshita responded 
favourably to a suggestion by 
EEC Commission President 
Jacques Delors to create a panel 
of experts lo discuss tech ni cal 
aspects of rocky EEC-Japan 
trade relations, officials said. 

Stressed 

Takeshita also stressed the 
need for Japan and the 1 2- nation 
EEC to widen their relations 
beyond trade to cultural and 
scientific sectors. 

“The relationship between 
Europe and Japan is not very 
strong or as well developed" as 
that between the United States 
and both Europe and Japan, and 
aide to Takeshita told reporters. 

Senior EEC and Japanese 
officials meet annually. An EEC 


official, speaking on condition 
- he not be named, said. Delors. 
believed imore -frequent regular- 
meetings of -experts could be" 
usef til in defusing trade tensions. 

The EEC is conducting 
numerous anti-dumping inves- 
tigations against Japanese 
exporters. 

Dealt 

Yesterday’s talks dealt with 
trade-related issues and the econ- 
omic summit later this monty in 
Toronto of the seven leading 
industrial nations. 

It was agreed that the summit 
topics should include economic 
cooperation and the work! debt 
situation, officials said. 

At yesterday’s talks, the EEC 
official said EEC foreign trade 
commissioner Willy de Clercq 
noted a “remarkable 
improvement in trade relations” 
between the 12-nation trade bloc 
and Japan, even though the EEC 
continues to register a large trade 
deficit with Japan.

Urged 

The EEC side also urged Japan 
to liberalise its banking sector. 
Officials 'said Delors stressed 
European banks must be able to 
establish themselves in Japan to 
make it easier to finance 
European exports and invest- 
ments. 

De Clercq also called on Japan 
to quickly comply with a General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
ruling to amend an accord with 
the United States on trade in 
semiconductors. The world 
trade body has ruled the deal 
discriminates against the EEC. 


ADFAED loan 
for Egypt 

CAIRO, June 8, (OPECNA): 
.Egypt will receive a $75 million 
soft loan; from the '.Abu Dhabi 
Fund for Arab ‘Economic 
Development (ADFAED) to 
partly finance a major land 
reclamation project, under an 
agreement signed here yesterday. 

The first stage of the project, 
located on the highway between 
Cairo and Alexandria, will 
involve an area of about 273 
million sq.m. 

Following the development of 
the entire area of around 651 
million sg.m. Egypt hopes to 
secure a higher food production. 

The agreement was signed at 
the end of a one-week visit here 
by ADFAED General Manager 
Nasser AlNoweis. 

Carrying an interest rate of 
between three and four per cent a 
year, the loan, repayable over a 
20-year period, follows the visit 
of UAE ^resident Sheikh Zayed 
Bin Sultan A1 Nahyan to Egypt 
earlier this year.

Bahrain bank acquires 
50pc stake in Gucci 


LONDON, June 8, (AP): An 
Arab investment bank said yes- 
terday it has acquired a stake of 
almost 50 per cent in Gucdo 
Gucci SPA of Italy from Morgan 
Stanley International for an 
undisclosed sum. 

The investment bank, Arab 
Banking Corn, is based in 
Bahrain and is known as lqvg$t- 
corp. 

Morgan Stanley, theUS inves- 
tment bank, had acquired the 
shares in Gucci, a maker of lux- . 
ury handbags, shoes, clothes, 
and fashion accessories, in a 
series of transactions from mem- 
bers of the feuding Gucd family 
over a period of eight months, 
said Andrea Moran te. a Morgan. 
Stanley official 

Florence-based Gucd was’ 
founded by Guocio Gucd in the] 
early 1 900s as a saddlery business 
and has been controlled by his 
grandsons. 

Investcorpsaid separately that 
it was buying a stake in Gucci's 
US affiliate but didn't elaborate 
on the size of the stake involved. 

A joint statement issued in 
London by Jnvestcorpand Mor- 


talian. company is held by 
Mauriao Gucd, one of the foun- 
der's grandsons. Italian auth- 
orities have issued a warrant for 
his arrests on charges of violating 


Italy’s foreign currency regula- 
tions. 

Maurizio Gucci’s holding 
currently is being voted by 
Italian court-appointed cus- 
todians, 

A shareholding of less than 
three per cpnt is held by Roberto 
Gucci, another of the founder's 
grandsons. 

Pad Dimitruk. a member of 
Jnvestoorp’s management com- 
mittee. said Investcorp isn’t 
currently pursuing the acquisi- 
tion of the additional Italian 
Gucd shares. 

“We are looking forward with 
confidence to a long, stable and 
harmonious ownership relation- 
ship with the other shareholders 
and the company’s current 
operating management," 
Dimitruk said. 

Investcorp, whose shares are 
mainly held by investors from the 
Arabian Gulf states, is a small 
investment bank which special- 
ises in taking short- and medium- 
term stakes in relatively small, 
well-known companies. Its 
recent investment activities 
include a major stake in the US 
jeweller. Tiffany and Co. 

The Italian company had 1987 
sales of about 220 billion Lire 
(S 1 80 million) and the American 
arm had sales of SI 50 million last 
year.

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Egypt approves 
law for Islamic 
investment firms 

CAIRO, June 8, ( Reuter): 
Parliament passed a law today 
regulating Islamic investment 
companies in Egypt amid signs 
the firms would not confront the 
government over the measures. 

In a lightning spell of legisla- 
tion, the cabinet approved the 
draft law last Saturday and publ- 
ished the text on Sunday before 
sending it to the people-s assem- 
bly. 

The law was prompted by con- 
cern over the largely unfettered 
operations of increasingly 
popular Islamic firms, which pay 
higher returns than banks and 
have attracted billions of dollars 
in small sarin gs in this mainly 
Muslim country. 

The companies, established 
under a liberal economic system 
introduced by the late President 
Anwar Sadat in 1 974, reject fixed 
interest rates, banned by Islam. 

Company officials bad plan- 
ned to draft hundreds of 
thousands or depositors to speak 
out pubtidy-on the law.- Bur they 
. appeare&jqjfcjy to back down. 

“The law_which has been pas- 
sed by the parliament is reasona- 
ble and we can perform our busi- 
ness without problems,” said 
Tarek Abu Hussein, chairman of 
A1 Hoda Misr. one of the biggest 
Islamic investment firms. 

Abu Hussein told Reuters 
other major companies, includ- 
ing A! Rayan and A1 Saad. also 
endorsed the new law and a joint 
statement would be issued. . 

He said the four biggest firms 
had cancelled a planned joint 
mass rally next Sunday to discuss 
a response to the measure. 

Hie law brings Islamic firms 
under regulation by a state 
agency, gives them a year to turn 
themselves into public compan- 
ies, and tightens controls — 
requiring them to transfer over- 
seas funds into Egypt through 
the banks, for example.

Short-dated funds were ail 
well-offered, with offers for over- 
night funds put at 1/2 per cent 
and tomorrow-next at one per 
cent. f 

Spot-next dealt at three per 
cent, reflecting a decline of 
around two percentage points 
from Tuesday’s levels. Dealers 
reported two-way trade in one 
and two-month deposits, which 
dealt at 6- 1 /8. and 6- 1 /4 per cent 
respectively. 

Three-months eased 1/8 point 
to 6-3/8, 1/8 per cent while six- 
months inched down 1/16 point 
to 6-3/16. 1 /8 per cent. The Cen- 
tral Bank left its exchange rate 
unchanged at 0.27548/58 to the 
dollar. Commercial banks 
quoted rates of 0.27565/72. 

Meanwhile, in Bahrain. Saudi 
riyal deposits surged once again 
yesterday in a market dominated 
by speculation that Saudi Arabia 
will soon launch a long-awaited 
government bond issue to fin- 
ance its 1988 budget deficit. 

Traders said the market had 
begun quietly softer, but soon 
turned higher again as banks in 
the kingdom and offshore 
Bahrain market started increas- 
ing already long riyal positions.

Veto of trade bill wili be sustain ed: White House - 

Reagan favoured in Senate showdown ^ 


WASHINGTON, June 8, (AP): 
The White House expressed con- 
fidence today about winning a 
Senate attempt to override 
President Ronald Reagan’s veto 
of comprehensive trade legisla- 
tion. 

“We believe the veto will be 
sustained," presidential spokes- 
man Marlin Fitzwater said- He 
said the administration will 
begin working quickly with Con- 
gress on another version.

Congress indicate that a number 
of members would like to have a 
trade bill — Democrat and 
Republican — that # they feel it's 
important for the 'country, as 
well as' politically. and the com- 
mittee leadership certainly is 
interested in a bill.” said Fitz- 
water. 

“I think there is a growing 
body that feds like a trade bill is 
needed and can be passed,” be 
added. 

But some, such as Republican 
Sen. John Heinz, a strong sup- 
porter of the bill, said they still 
thought a version acceptable to 
Reagan could be fashioned this 
congressional session. 

Override 

The House of Representatives 
already has voted to override 
Reagan’s veto of the bill. Senate 
failure to follow suit could doom 
trade legislation for the rest of 
1988 and send some administra- 
tion loyalists into fall election 
campaigns with an achilles bed 
on the issue. 

The bill's chief provisions 
would overhaul the system under 
which the government imposes 
import curbs to aid US industries 
and retaliate against inter- 
national trade violations. 


Other features range from a 
potential S2 billion in agriculture 
subsidies to repeal ol the windfall 
profits tax on oil-industry edrn- 

*Reagan*s May 24 veto focused 
on a provision that w ould require 
companies with 100 employees 
or more to provide their workers 
with 60-day notice of plant clos- 
ings and large-scale layoffs. He 
said the provision would take 
away too much management 
flexibility. Reagan also was 
critical of restrictions in the bill 
on Alaskan oil exports. 

Failed 

A two-lhirds majority is 
needed in Congress to override a 
presidential veto. The bill's back- 
ers failed to gain that when the 
Senate passed the bill 63-36 on 
April 27. and the lawmakers 
appeared to remain frozen in the 
positions they took then. 

Some supporters of the 
Republican administration 
dearly would like another crack 
at the issue before the November 
presidential election. The admin- 
istration has been urging a 
scaled-down bill that would win 
the president's support. But the 
Democratic leader in the Senate, 
Robert Byrd, has been warning 
that a fresh bill would be pep- 
pered with amendments and 
could become hopelessly bogged 
down. 

Byrd said yesterday the tail’s 
“pulse is still beating," but there 


was nothing he could do to budge 
the perhaps 36 senators prepared 
to sustain Reagan's teto. 

Byrd told reporters there was 
stilfhope that home-stale pres- 
sures would change a few minds 
at the last minute. 

“This veto is going to be used 
as a political issue this yean wcail 
know that." Heinz warned his 
colleagues. 

As debate began. Heinz said 
the political potential of the issue 
should not prompt lawmakers to 
give up on trying to fashion a bill 
that Reagan would sign. 

"Anybody can just sit in the 
stands and boo the umpire." he 
said. “If there's a chance to puli 
this game out — albeit in extra 
innings — we should at least take 
our last at bats." 

Senate Republican minority 
leader Bob Dole said getting 
another trade bill through this 
vear might take an agreement - 
that would bar amendments.

RIYADH, June 8. (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia is pushing ahead 
with its first major borrowing for 
25 years and is expected to issue 
government bonds to commer- 
cial banks in the next few days. 

Bankers said today Riyadh 
had already placed bonds with 
government agencies in a bid to 
bridge a projected 36-billion- 
riyal (S9.6-bil0on) 1988 budget 
deficit and would now make a 
long-awaited offering to king- 
dom banks. 

Issue 

“The bond issue is on.” said 
one senior banker. “Banks will 


be telexed on either this Saturday 
or next about the issue.” 


Leading bankers were sum- 
moned to the central bank, the 
Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency (SAM A), earlier this 
week where broad outlines of the 
issue were explained. 

The briefing ended five mon- 
ths of uncertainty over the on- 
ofF-on-ofT bonds scheme, first 
unveiled by King Fahd in his 
budget address to the nation at 
the turn of the year. 


It breaks a 25-year-old taboo 
surrounding government borr- 
owing and is seen by bankers as 
dictated by the harsh reality of 
weak oil revenues and dwindling 
foreign reserves. 

Doubts about the wisdom of 
borrowing date back to the late 
1950s when budget extravagance 
and mounting debts plunged 
Saudi Arabia into a deep finan- 
cial and political crisis.

“The first .tranche to banks 
will be between one billion and 
three bDlion riyals ($265 to 800 
million).'' said one banker. 
■“Maturities will vary from bet- 
ween one and five years.” 

Bankers said tire government 
had placed bonds for an un- 


known value one or two weeks 
ago with the general organ-' 
isaiton for social insurance and 
pension fund, both government 
agencies. 

“But that was mere bookkeep- 
ing,” said another banker. “The 
government was borrowing from 
itself.” 

The plan to issue government 
bonds has dominated the riyal 
money market — centred in 
Saudi Arabia, Bahrain and Lon- 
don — but had been plagued 
with uncertainty as only scant 
details emerged and rumours 
abounded it had been Cancelled. 

Opposition 

One source of delay during the 
past months appears to have 
been opposition from religious 
groups opposed to the Western 
concept ofinterest payments and 
development of Saudi Arabia’s 
Western-style banking system. 

Besides providing rands for a 
government strapped by falling 
oil revenues and shrinking 
reserves, the bonds will develop 
capita] markets and help auth- 
orities control money supply. 


UN commodity fund to come into effect 


GENEVA, June 8, (AP): Cuba 
has notified the United Nations 
that it will ratify this week a plan- 
ned UN fund to shore up com- 
modity prices, meaning that the 
main provisions for the fund’s 
entry into force have been met, a 
spokesman said yesterday.

Sales show bad year for businessmen 


THE 1988 summer sales has 
ended and indications are that it 
has been a bad year for business- 
men. Kuwait imports showed a 
continuous drop since 1982, the 
year during which Kuwait was at 
its economical peak and showed 
record, imports valued : at 
KD2385 million. 

An economical report by the 
Central Bank of Kuwait show 
Kuwait’s imports in 1986 at 
KD1534 million. Spading on 
government and private con- 
sumption dropped from 
KD4357 million in 1982 to 
KD4I00 million in 1985. 
Attributed 

This drop was attributed to the 
drop in local consumption of 
commodities and services. The 
economic classification for 
Kuwait imports indicate 1984 to 
be the year of highest record for 
consumer commodities with 
Japan being the main source of 
manufactured goods exported to 
Kuwait. 

Higher currency exchange 
rates for some currencies during 


1986 and 1987 will lead to an 
increase in prices of these coun- 
tries’ commodities. Conversely, 
market sources expect an 
increase on imports from sources 
which deal with dollars.. 

■ Korea emerged as' one of.the- 
main sources of Kuwait’s elec- 
trical appliances and car imports 
with 1 988 summer sales showing 
the same trend as 1987 winter 
sales. 

In an interview with a local 
daily; the sales manager of Al 
Andalus trading company, 
Jamal AI Taher described 
Kuwait's general market condi- 
tions as being weak. 

However, he said his company 
sales tripled during the current 
sales season. This was because of 
the customers demand for 
Korean products which his com- 
pany stocked in large and varied 
forms. He estimated Korean 
sales of electrical products to be 
50 per cent of the total market. 

Japanese products, however, 
showed a drop basically due to 
the price difference between 


Japanese and Korean products, 
including, the quality and 
guarantee services of Korean 
products. 

He . said 30 per cent of con- 
sumer demands was on TV's, 30 
per centon videos, 20percenton j 
electric ' washers ' and 
refrigerators and 20 per cent on 
stereos and recorders. 

Prices of Korean products 
shows a 3 to 4 per cent increase 
between 1987 and 1988. on the 
other hand, prices of Japanese 
products showed a higher 
increase because of the rise in the 
Japanese yen exchange rate. 

The marketing manager of an 
electrical appliance store said 
most consumers of Japanese 
products were Kuwaitis and 
middle income non-Kuwaitis 
and Korean products were mos- 
tly in demand by low-income 
customers. 

However, before a distinctive 
change in the preference of cus- 
tomers to Korean products 
emerges, a period of 3 to 5 years is 
necessary he said.

I Had lunch at Jean Lafitle on 
68 West 58th Street. It was 
delicious. A place where auth- 
ors, wearing consciously rag- 
ged jeans and shirts made 
sweaty by real life, smile to their 
tipsticked agents smiling across 
at them, and joke about the age 
of boyfriends and the problem 
of always repeating one’s father 
in the boyfriends one chooses. 

The agents order the boys 
lobster because that's what 
they deserve. Their other 
acquaintances speak bad 
French to the waiter from Mil- 
waukee, who speaks bad 
French back until, without 
laughing, the French breaks 

down and one asks of the other: 

"What’s the soup anyway?” 
The answer "French onion,” is 
,.,<also delivered, - without, laughr 




ter. And mid-conversation the 
young woman leans away 
towards some passers-by: 
“Nice sale." They smile back- 
wards as they pass with a sid- 
eways flick of the head — 
meanin g yes — because yester- 
day they sold a treatment (30 
pages, all grit) on a sequel to 
Gone with Lhe Wind for 
$4.95m. That translates to 
$494,000 for them. 

“What I find difficult to 
understand,” you hear across 
the room, "is lhe glut of babies 
on the menus this spring.” And 
he's right. If it's not babies, it's 
withered. Or both. Baby-rabbit 
ears gathered from the flower- 
strewn meadows of upstate 
Quebec, withered in an antique 
ra gnar flame and laid on a 
coronet of faded spinach crests. 
Or coffee. 

And then on and out to the 
blazing sunshine in this town 
where you can call a nightclub 
Siberia. Heartbreak, King 
Tut’s Wa-Wa Hut, or Downt- 
own Beirut, as if these things 
were not part of the world it 
lives in, and on this sunlit, busy 
afternoon the great skyscrap- 
ing avenues look glamorous in 
their huge and shadowed dark- 
ness. 

Across Fifth Avenue to 
Madison, you find the over- 
whitened whiteness of New 
York skins and those women in 
their shouldered suits with 
exaggerated beautiful calves 
that emerge tailored from 
, below the tailoring. Block after 


block something worried me. 
There was something almost 
spookily coherent about the 
street. What lay behind this 
moneyed coherence north of 
60th Street? And then I real- 
ised: it is the only place in the 
world where the people look 
like shops. Not like the man- 
nequins or the clothes on dis- 
play in the shops, but like the 
shops themselves. 

The fashion ideal of 
Madison Avenue is plate-glass 
sunglasses, a suit that looks as 
much as possible like wipe- 
down tiling and tone-in grout, 
the face plastered white, the 
"ambience,” as they might say- 
in Jean Lafilie, exuding wealth 
despite every effort to deny it. 

On 74th and Madison there 
was grass for sale, mini-prairies 
in little black pots. On Seventh, 
a Henry Moore shop and then 
the crusty bread shop and Lhe 
PS-I-LovVYou shop, and the 
do-y our-bedroom -out-in- bra- 
ss-and-broderie-anglaise-beca- 
use-you’Il-feel- better shop. 

At the end. north of 96th 
Street, it is not Madison that 
darkens, but lhe cross-streets, 
which empty and roughen, 
which lose the shine, and are 
not made-up. 

Look back at that lit slot to 
the south, then bring your eyes 
lower and down to -the street 
and see the self-sufficiency of 
prosperous New York mixed 
with the occasionally flaccid 
face of the Upper East Side 
inheritance millionaire. 

He wears flat soft shoes, as 
wide as cars, a wide-fringed tas- 
sel laid across them, and has 
that near- whine present in his 
watery voice of the never-any- 
ihing-but-joking upper-class 
American rich. 

Standing at the edge of. 
Harlem, in the oily dusk, you 
will hear the two rhythms of 
this city, each distinct, each 
hardly connected with the 
other on top, hard, quick, 
excitable, and vicious, the 
rhythm of money; below, 
deeper, slower, scarcely heard 
unless you listen for it. seeping 
out like the plumes of steam 
from the pores in the road, the 
undertones of sorrow.

Magic Mountain’s Aqua 
Theatre was. for instance, 
made possible only by tbe gen- 
erosity of Wonder Bread and 
Hostess Snack Cakes. 

Provided you can keep the 
children away from shops — an 
important part of all theme 
parks — these places are a 
relatively cheap way of filling a 
Californian day. For a family 
of four, one day will cost about 
£60, but that will cover food 
and every ride that you can face 
queueing for. 

The key to theme parks is to 
go at the right time and avoid 
the queues, which are as plen- 


tiful as the shops. In high Slim- 
mer there is- no right time: the 
queues start at 10 am and 

stretch through the day. ’ 

During the school term, try 
to visit the parks as early as 
possible, between Monday and 
Thursday (hookey being on the 
national curriculum for 
Fridays). The best time I had in 
Disneyland was on a Wednes- 
day morning in October, when 
1 did not have to queue for 
longer than' about 20 minutes 
for aify ride:

Tours to political hot spots 


Travel club offers bizarre holidays

LON DON, (Reuter): Is risking 
detention in an African prison 
or witnessing a missile attack in 
the Gulf war your idea of fun? 

A new travel club called 
'holidays for maniacs’is offer- 
ing to arrange package lours to 
do just that, hoping to attract 
those for whom 'getting away 
from it all’ means more than 
tanning themselves on a beach. 

The club, which offers tours 
to political hot spots in Africa. 
Central America and the Mid- 
dle East, is the latest venture 
launched by Steven Pearce, a 
25-year-old entrepreneur with 
a taste for the bizarre. 

His independent record label 
'some bizzare records' signs 
bands as likely to play indus- 
trial chainsaws as guitars, while 
his art gallery 'discreetly biz- 
zarc' is a focus for avant-garde' 
painters and sculptors. 

Known professionally as 
Stevo. he says: 'We always want 
to be one step ahead of people’s 
expectations. You’ve got to 


keep yourself occupied' and 
you’ve -got to keep yourself 
entertained.' 

Bui isn't it unwise to send 
people to potential trouble 
spots? 

'People say it's dangerous. 
Well, getting on the T ube ( Lon- 
don underground) at 11.30 at 
night on the wrong side of town 
can be dangerous,' he said. 

'If people want to travel to 
Iraq and experience a missile 
attack — fine. We’ll send them 
there.' 


The club, which costs 100 
pounds sterling (S185) to join, 
offers a 10-day tour to North 
Africa including a stopover in 
Tripoli, where, their brochure 
says, 'your sightseeing could 
include exploring the simplicity 
oflife in Libya.’ 

A two-week trip round the 
Middle East costing 1 300 ster- 
ling (S2500) provides accom- 
modation, travel and food dur- 
ing a trek through Egypt, Jor- 
dan. Syria and Iraq. 

Pearce said he realised this 
kind of holiday was not for the 


unsophisticated traveller.' and 
he plans to brief people before 
they go. 

’We will use our discretion 
before giving someone a tickeL 
We’re not going to send some 
16-year-old who doesn’t know 
what he’s doing out *here.’ 

Seasoned 

He himself is seasoned 
.traveller with a predilection for 
unusual destinations. Last Chr- 
istmas and New Year he and 
some friends went to Zaire, 
Zimbabwe and Zambia. 

One of his travel companions 
artist Andy Johnson, was held 
in police detention for two days 
in Zaire on spying charges 
which were later dropped. 

Johnson said he would join 
the 'maniac' club because he 
found such experiences are 
what life is all about. 

They are fuel for niy fire. I 
use them as source material for 
my work,’ he said. T love get- 
ting away from the kind of plas- 
tic locations most tourists go 
for.' 

Walking with Pearce round 


the five-storey building in cen- 
tral London which is his 
headquarters, you soon realise 
he is no ordinary prod uct of the 
‘enterprise culture' fostered by 
Britain’s Conservative govern- 
ment 

Chubby and boyish-looking 
in a black tee-shirt and mohair 
jacket, he manages and 
sometimes records fringe bands 
such as scraping foetus off the 
wheel and the writes and directs 
an occasional series for US 
cable television, acts as agent 
for various artists and rents out 
a video-editing suite called 
‘Strictly Prohibited.’ 

T try and keep busy,’ he said. 

He started out aged 16 as a 
one-man disco service, plug- 
ging avant-garde bands who 
later recorded on hislabel. such 
as Cabaret Voltaireand Throb- 
bing Gristle.

The illusion: 

You ask someone to 
count some loose paper- 
clips, then to bundle them 
together and wrap a rub- 
ber band around them. 
After the clips are placed 
under your friend’s hand, 
you snap yo.ur magic fin- 
gers.

Find fourteen paper- 
clips and two rubber bands 
exact ly ali ke.

Chocolate mousse 
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Factfile FROM THE GUINNESS BOOK OE RECORDS 


Ingredients 

2 eggs 

50g (2 oz) chocolate 
Equipment 
Plate 
Small pan 
Whisk 
Small basin 
Mixing bowl 
Tablespoon 
2 small serving dishes 

1. Half fill pan with 
water and allow to boil. 
Turn offbeat. 

2. Break chocolate into 
pieces, and put in small 
basin. Place basin over hot 
water, making sure basin 
does not touch water. 

3. Carefully separate 
eggs. Place whites in mix- 
ing bowl and yolks on 


plate. 

4. Whisk whites until 
they stand in firm peaks. 

5. Removes basin from 
pan. Stir egg yolks into 
chocolate. 

6. Add chocolate mix- 
ture to egg whites, and fold 
in very lightly with table- 
spoon or knife. If mixed 
too much the mousse will 
not set. 

7. Pour into dishes. 
Leave in cool place to set

When the first mountains 
were formed 

As it gradually cooled, 
the magma solidified on 
the surface and the Earth 
became covered with a 
crust of primeval rocks, 
mainly consisting of gran- 
ite and basalt These rocks 
encased our globe like a 
rigid shell, while inside it 
continued to be burning 
hot. 

When the Earth cooled 
still more it shrank, and the 
rocky layer which covered 
it had to contract like an 
apple whose skin wrinkles 
as it withers. 

The shell of primeval 
rocks wrinkled and folded 
under the strong lateral 
pressures caused by this 
shrinking. Insomeplacesit 
sank into the underlying 1 
magma; in others it rose up 
towards the sky. 

* That is how" the first 
mountains were formed 1 
but there is no trace of 
them left today. Countless 
disturbances over the ages 
have completely destroyed 
them. The mountain we 
admire today are from 
later periods and in some 
cases are comparatively 
recent. 

When coal was formed 

THE first living beings to 
succeed in leaving the sea 
gpd. adapting, thenjselyes .

ing plants. From these 
more complex plants were 
then evolved. 

Once they had adapted 
to their new surroundings, 
the plants developed 
quickly. They invaded the 
land and covered it with 
green. The period which 
saw the greatest growth of 
the forests was the Car- 
boniferous, so called 
because it was then, 300 
million years ago, that the 
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large coal seams were for- 
med. 

The black pieces of coal 
still used today in industry 
and for heating many 
homes therefore have a his- 
tory dating from that time. 
They were formed by the 
decomposition of the 
forests which then covered 
the surface of the Earth. As 
time passed, the enormous 
trunks, felled by age or 
storms, formed thick 
layers of wood which were 
then buried under layers of 
mud and sand. Instead of 
rotting, the wood changed 
completely, partly because 
it was no longer in contact 
with the air and partly 
because of the tremendous 
pressures and heat of the 
Earth. 

All that remains of the 
ancient forests are the 
seams of pit-coal under the 
ground. 

There are several types 
of coal, depending on their 
age and the conditions in 
which they were formed. 
The most important are 
bituminous coal and anth- 
racite. Coal-gas and gas 
for domestic- purposes 
were recovered from 
bituminous coal. Coke is a 
byproduct.

Kostadinova and Donkova shine 


PARIS, June 8. (Reuter): World 
champion Stefka Kostadinova 
gave a clear warning yesterday 
that she is ready to lift the high' 
jump gold medal at the Seoul

The long-legged Bulgarian 
outclassed the field at the Saint- 
Denis international athletics 
meeting on the outskirts of Paris, 
to win her event with a leap of 
two metres. 

Three attempts at 2.04 metres 
to beat the best jump so far this 
year of 2.03, set by Kostadinova 
herself, all failed. But the last leap 
was tantalisingly close and the 
Bulgarian, who holds the world 
record at 2.09, could be pleased 
enough. 

Only American Louise Ritter, 
who cleared 1.97 metres, was 
able to mount any sort of 
challenge. 

Equally impressive at the 


meeting, one of the three major 
athletics gatherings staged in 
France each year, was the 
Jamaican sprinter, Merlene 
Ottey. 

Running in an eye-catching 
Pink Leotard, she took the 100 
metres in 1 1.00 seconds, finish- 
ing five metres ahead of nearest 
pursuer Marie-Jose Perec of 
France. 

Complex 

Ottey, third in the Rome 
World Championships and at 
the Los Angeles Olympics in 
both 100 and 200 metres, is keen 
to rid herself of the bronze com- 
plex. Running against a slight 
headwind, her time was only 0. 1 4 
seconds outside the best so far 
this year. 

Ottey said: "1 am very happy 
with the time. I didn’t start very 
well but 1 picked up towards the 


end.” 

' . Apart from Kostadinova, 
three other world champions 
from Rome were present. 

Unhappily, injured Billy Kon- 
chella was restricted to urging on 
his Kenyan compatriots from the 
sidelines in the 800 metres.

Gullit gets chance to take Maradona’s crown 


DUESSELDORF, West Ger- 
many. June 8*. (Reuter): Ruud 
Gullit, the dreadlocked Dutch- 
man who has inspired a renais- 
sance of the Netherlands' 
imaginative and free-flowing 
soccer, will be acclaimed the 
worldstop player ifhe leads them 
to victory in the European 
Championship finals. 

Four years after Michel Plati ni 
took France to triumph, Gullit 
has taken over his mantle as 
Europe’soutstanding player and 
ousted Argentine Diego 
Maradona as the most-feted 
foreigner in the tough Italian 
League. 

Success in the highly-com- 
petitive and evenly-matched 
eight-nation tournament which 
begins here on Friday would lift 
him above Maradona as the 
world's leading talent and establ- 
ish the Netherlands once again as 
the most tacticaliy-innovative 
team of their generation. 

Although every team has. 
equal justification in claiming 
they will win the Henri Delaunay 
trophy, it is the Dutch who have 
captured the imagination with 
the dazzling improvisation of 
their play. 

In European Player of the 
Year Gullit, a goalscoring for- 
ward with the all-round skills 
and strength to fill any position. 
Libero Ronald Koeman and 
strikers John Bosnian and 
Marco van Basten, the Dutch 
have, players lo rank alongside 
.their Stars .of the 1970’s when 
they reached the World Cup final 
twice without reward. 

That fine Dutch team, who 
gave birth to the term ‘total foot- 
ball’, were beaten in the 1974 
World Cup final by West Ger- 
many. whose captain that day. 


Gullit Europe’s top player 

Franz Beckenbauer, now hopes 
to mastermind another triumph 
oh home soil, his nations third in 
this tournamenL 
' But for the Dutch, and their 
army of fans whose massive 
presence has contributed to fears 
for the safety of the tournament 
itself, nothing would be sweeter 
than a revenge victory over the 
Germans in the final in Munich 
on June 25. 

The hosts, installed as 
favourites, open their campaign
